Refer’d in your Laft; And 1 think it is made 
out very Plain, That the Divifion of the Na- 
tions after the Flood was not, nor cou’d have 
been made by the Eleéion of the. People. 
But that Mr. De Foe has given up. And in 
what you Quoted in your Laft, out of his 
Review of the 10th Inftant, Vol. 3. N. 108. 
he puts it upon the Patriarchal and. Primo- 
genial Monarchy, But Denies any Particular 
Command or Grant fiom God Almighty. 


(1.) aa | Have Read, A4affer the 


(2.) Rebearfal. We have feen the firft Pa- 
triarchal and Primogenial Monarchy Eftablifhed 
in Adam, not only by Nature, but by the 
Particular Command and Grant of God Almigh- 
ty. This we have Difcours’d at large. And 
the Deduétion of this Adonarchy in after Ages, 
is all by the fame Particular Command aad 
Grart Of God. For this Grant was not to 
Adam alone, but to ferve for all Pofterities. 
As I fhew’d you in my Laft, That the Apo- 


. files argue the Subjettion of the Wife to the 


Husband, from the Subjection of Eve to Adam 
To him was the firft Original Grant made 
of the Power of Husbands, of Fathers, and 
of Kings to the End of the World. You 
wou’d not have a Particular Command and 
New Grant for every Husband, Father, and 
King. You may as well Expect a Particular 
Command for Every Rifing and Setting of the 
Sun. For as the World go’s on in the fame 
Frame im-awhich it was Created: So God or- 
dained, That the Government He at firft 
Erected among Mawskind, fhowd Continue 
among all A4ankind. And None Can make 
any Alteration in it, but He who firft Appoint- 
ed it, that is, God Himfelf. 

Therefore that Patriarchal Monarchy, which 
Mr. De Foe Suppofes to be Primogenial, that 
is, Defcended from Adam, according to the 





Right of Primogeniture; And which he fays 
Obtein’d at the Divifion of the Nations, was , 
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by the Particular Command and Grant of 
God Almighty, according to his own Sup- 
pofition. 


(3-) Country-m. But accordiag to this, 
Noah was the Primogenial Patriarch at the 
Divifion of the Nations, and Confequently 
was the Gniverfal Monarch over al). 

Rebear{. Therefore 1 fuppos’d Num. 64, 
That God in the Divifion of Nations did Al- 
ter this Frame, and Defigning to People the 
World, did Ereé&t 70 Diftin& and Indepen- 
dent Nations, inftead of one Univerfal Afo- 
narchy which coud not Govern fo Aany and 
far Diftant Nations, And this He brought 
to pafs by a Wonderfull A4racle in the Di- 
vifion of Languages, Each forting with thofe 
of his own Tongue; And ic is faid, That 
when. God bad thus Divided the Nations 
after their Tongues, HE fet a Rwler over 
every People. Every one of whofe Names 
is fet down in 10th of Genefis. All which 
I have. before largely fhew’d in the three 
Rebearfals above mentioned. 


(4.) Now as this cou’d not have been 


jdone by the People, fo neither by thé Fre 


thers or Heads of Families: For ther were 
more, Fathers and Families then 70, the 
Number into which the Nations were Di- 
vided. And ther are almoft as many Fa- 
thers in the World as Men. But if leffer 
Fathers. and . Families were Subjed to the 
Heads of Greater Families, this will run 
all at laft into One, and Eftablifh a AZon- 
archy in the Eldeft and Primogenial Father. 
And neither he, nor any of the Fathers 
of Families under him, cou’d have invented 
the feveral Languages by which the World 
was Divided. And how otherwife cou’d 
the World have been Divided? How cou’d 
it have been Determin’d Who fhou’d belong 
to Who? Who fhou’d. be the Subjects ot 
this or that King? But every Language 
forting together, Determin’d it in a mo- 
ment 























































tient, and in a.manner Forc’d them te this 
Divifion. 


(5-) Country-m. But the Review fays, 
This was a work of Time, and brought 
to pals by Progreffive Circumftances, as you 
Quoted him in your Laft. 

Rehearf. That cowd not be. For the 
Relation of this Fa in Scripture, of Gad’s 
coming down to Devide their Language, is 
fpoken of as athing done all together at 
one Time. And the Effe& was fuch, for 
it made them leave off the Building, be- 
caufe they cou’d not underftand one a- 
nothers Speech, And we are told Gen. x. 
25. That Peleg, which fignifies Dévifion, 
had that Name given him, for in his days 
wés the Earth Divided. 


(6.) Country-m. But the Review fays, all 
this was the Meer Confequence of Reafoning 
Nature, from Priority of FPoffeffion, Reverence 
of Parental Seniority, and fuch Natural Pro- 
reffive Circumftances, as Tiare and an Empty 
World Offer’d. 

Rehearf. Was the Invention of fo many 
Languages, all in a moment, the Meer Con- 
fequence of Reafoning Natwe? And were 
ther not many Fathers befides thefle 70, 
whom Reverence to Parental Seniority might 
have made Kings as well as the Reit? 
And when thefe 70 Natiexs, each under 
their Proper King, Difpers'd themfelves to 
Inhabic the Earth, where was the Priority 
ot Poffefion? It cou’d only be with Refpect 
to the feveral Nations, that if one Nation 
had Poffs/'d a Country, they had a Right 
to it againit the Tovaflon of another Nation, 
becaufe they were Judependent. But as to 
the Particular Men of each of thefe Nations, 
they were under the Government of their 
own King, and one of them coming ‘to a 
Place before another, gave him no Right ; 
but under the Determination of the Kiug. 
As it was in the Cafe of Wiliam: the 
Conqueror, of which I fpoke in my Laf, 
That no Subje coud have any Property 
but by Grant from the King. As it is 
with us to this Day. All the Zawds in 
England Hold of the Crown. © ' 


(7.) And this 1s fo fure and fettl’d a 
Rule, That if any Subjett make. new Ac- 
Toieient, the’ in far Diftant Parts of the 

orld, they all Accrue to the Kiag, and 
he may Chufe whether he will give the 
Difcoverer any Property in what he has 
Seiz’d and Poffé/sd. Thus Sic Walter Raw- 
leigh firft Seiz’d and Planted VIRGINIA, 
and gave it that Name in Honour to Q. 
Elizabeth. But fhe gave him no Property in 
it, only made him Governor of it for a time. 
And fhe might have made any other Go- 
vernor, if fhe had Pleas’d. The Propriators 
of Carolina were not its firft Pofefors. 
And fo of our other Plantations. Of what 
Cortez. gain’d in America, and the Subjetts 
of other Princes and States. None allow 
Priority of Poffeffion to be any Title, except 


among Princes, who are upon the £ 
and no Judge between them. ~ 


(8.) This being fo, and Mankind hay; 
been always under Government, particularly 
this Divifion of the World, of which mf 
are fpeaking, having been made under their 
feveral Kings, in which the Scripture is yer 
Particular; it follows, That the Property of 
Privat Aten did not arife from the 'Priorit 
of Poffejfion. That can never be fuppos’d, nor 
is Practicable, but in an Independent State 
of Mankind, without any Government amon 
them. Which Mr. De Foe has Granted to 
be a Contradiétion. And confequently the 
Dominion of Princes did not ariie fram the 
Property of the Subjects, but on the Con- 
trary, the Property of the People did arife 
from the Dominion of their Governors, and 
is wholly Subfervient to it. And the Da- 
minion ot the Prince was Certainly before 
the Property of the Subjeét. 

And this is even a natural Reafon for 
Barring all Ccercion upon the Crown. Be. 
caufe our Froperty and every thing elfe De. 
pends upon it, an@ is Deriv’d from it. Bea 
fides the Divine Original and Anthority 
which we- fee in it. And all this Attefted 
in the Wifdom of our Laws (which I have 
before Quoted) Barring all Coercion upon 
the Perfons of our Kings or Queens, 


(9+) Country.m. Why do not thefe Whiggs 
get an .4& of Parliament Declaring for Co 
ercion? If it be the Original Right of the 
People to have a Coercive Power over the 
Crown, if without this, they are all Slaves 
and have no Property, as they Argue, it is 
ftrange that the Parliament, which they call 
the Keepers of the Rights and Liberties of 
the People, fhou'd no where Declare this, 
that they' fhou’d not Ena it, to let the 
People know what they have to Truft to, 
and what their Rights are. But on the 
Contrary, the Parliament has Dss-Arm'd 
them of this Preteuce, and Declar’d that they 
never had, have, or ought to have any Coercive 
Power over the Perfons of our Kings or 


Queens.
